When an early teacher of Marlon L. Vannier wrote a 
letter about her to include as one of her documents for

'While at school, she 
danced, was a mimic, had 
dramatic talent, wrote 
jingles, had a remarkable 
memory for rhymes. Class¬ 
mates remembered her as 
merry, charming, enthusias¬ 
tic and possessed of an en¬ 
dearing natural kindness, 
the latter estimate influ¬ 
enced, no doubt, by her 
readiness to lend lecture 
notes as a help. 

All these qualities, known 
to friends and associates in 
Sierra Madre during the 
later years of her "retire¬ 
ment” when she had a guest 
home, long called ‘The 
House in the Orange Grove” 
must surely have accounted 
for the many successful 
years of that home and the 
type of guests it attracted, 
such as artists, writers, mu¬ 
sicians and luniversity per¬ 
sonnel who had retired or 
came to the Orange Grove to 
spend a winter.

Cl par water district, it was 
announced by Frank E 
Vachon, District president. 

The board of directors of 
the District has set a prop¬ 
erty tax rate of one cent per 
$100 assessed valuation, a 66 
per cent reduction from last 
year’s rate of three cents, 
Vachon revealed. 

“This is in line with the 
district’s policy of keeping 
operating expenses to a 
minimum, enabling us to 
maintain a low tax rate,”

With a total assessed 
valuation in excess of one 
billion dollars, the district is 
comprised of 17 valley cities, 
iticluding Arcadia, Temple 
City, South Pasadena, Mon¬ 
rovia, San Gabriel, and El 
Monte, 

Last year’s tax rate, set 
at three cents, was geared to 
the cost of 15,(XX) acre feet 
of replenishment water from 
the Colorado River, bought 
by the District at a cost of 
$240,(K)0 from the Metropoli¬ 
tan Water District of South¬ 
ern California, ’This water, 
spread in the San Gabriel 
River channel, benefited all 
Valley residents getti n g 
water within the District, 
and in some areas brought 
the water tables up from 
three to five feet.

uiu. rt.aas me reports in the newspapers about 
conditions over the world, aside form war, one is impressed 
with the evidence of scarcity, particularly of food. Then 
one begins to realize that the shortages are worst in coun¬ 
tries where private initiative is stifled with bureaucratic 
controls and government ownership of land and the means 
of production which kill incentive. Nonproducing bureau¬ 
crats tell a man how much he can raise and for how mucli 
he can soli it but they can’t make him produce when incen¬ 
tive is killed. 

Plentiful supplies of meat, a luxury to much of the 
world today, is an outstanding example of uncontrolled 
production in our country. The United States farmer takes 
his chances with the weather and the ups and downs of 
demand. He has good years and bad, but the consumer has 
an abundance of meat in a free market where supply and 
demand set the price. The farmer averages out with a 
reasonable return. 

One wonders what a meat-hungry Russian or Chinese 
family would think if they could go into a United States 
supermarket and see the display of fresh and cured meats 

of every description which are the result of unfettered en¬ 
terprise, 

... official aristocracy gets meat to eat. All 

citizens can pick from cheap to expensive cuts—fresh 
smoked, salted, dried and canned products. They have 
access to the greatest meat supply in the world. This is 
the result of United States farmers and packers working 
in a free competitive market when the profit incentive 
encourages the most efficient production of the best possible 
product. ^

In moving for the reduced 
rate, Dorn alerted depart¬ 
ment heads and the Chief 
Administrative Officer ‘‘to 
continue this trend when 
drafting next year’s bud¬ 
get.’’ 

Dorn said the board, by 
modifying capital projects, 
salaries and other items 
proposed by the CAO in his 
preliminary budget, “is 
realizing this reduction for 
the taxpayer.” 

The new tax rate will be 
$2.3891 cents per $100 as¬ 
sessed valuation, compared 
with last year’s rate of 
$2.4150. 

The City of Los Angeles 
reduced its rate only about 
three-quarters of a cent. The 
school district raised its 
rates by about 9 cents. 

Dorn said that if the state 
hadn’t ignored the county’s 
$74 million tax reform pro¬ 
gram, “we may have seen 
a tax rate reduction of 
around 60 cants.

Part of the reason for our 
“Fire Alert” series is not 
only to get Sierra Madre 
residents thinking about 
fire prevention—but also to 
make the men residents con¬ 
cerned with our volunteer 
fire department to the ex¬ 
tent that they might join 
and help the force . . . and 
so along those lines I put in 
my application for a reserve 
fireman, which means I help 
when here and when I am 
gone out of town it does not 
count against my record. 
However, there are lots of 
you guys who live in town 
and could be on the regular 
department. Why not join 
and help In the control of 
our worst enemy—firel 

I was interested in what 
happens when at a fire 
there may be need of oxygen 
in case of too much smoke, 
or a heart failure. In the 
fully manned and paid fire 
departments a special unit 
takes care of all these prob¬ 
lems. In our volunteer fire 
department out most able 
police department takes care 
of the situation. Each offi¬ 
cer has had training in the 
use of this equipment and 
each car carries equipment 
at ready at all times. In an 
emergency call they are the 
ones who take care of the 
situation and if they can¬ 
not an ambulance is called. 
These are things we should 
be thankful for in our town 
and not take for granted. 

’The more I peer, the more 
electricians I talk to, the 
more apparent it is that 
they feel a great cause for 
fire is poor wiring — and 
stuff strung up by home 
owners that are botchy for 
sure. They all realize some 
types of home repair can be 
done, but that it is cheaper 
to call them in the long run 
for good advice. One home 
here in town had a 20-foot 
long 12-gauge cord on which 
16 appliances were working. 
Do you know how much 
electricity your appliance 
draws? Do you know what 
kind of wire is needed to 
carry the voltage. If you 
don’t, let’s count your place 
as one on • the "fire list" fa 
the neor future. 

Take one item—the coffee 
pot. Let’s begin with you 
pulling it in and out of the 
fixture. Did you know each 
time these prongs get pulled 
they wear and it’s not long 
before the cord gets pulled 
and frayed and away the 
problem starts? Did you 
know that you can buy for 
about 79 cents a little gad¬ 
get in which you put your 
coffee ,pot cord and this is 
punshed Into the fixture? 
When you want to turn off 
the pot you merely turn off 
the little switch built into 
the fixture ... no more hav¬ 
ing to pull in and out cords. 
’They can be turned off at 
the wall. For Sassy several 
years ago I built a unit 
about two feet long with all 
fixtures built in so that each 
cord had a permanent spot 
and did not have to be 
pulled in and out. 

Last week brought some 
questions on what was this 
thing you put around a 
molding or on the floor. It’s 
called "Wirehold.” You get 
it in 5-foot lengths, sells 
for 90 cents. Into this you 
put 2 wires, 12-gauge. ’They 
push very easily in this flat 
tube. ’The wire costs 3% 
cents a running foot. Now 
this holder will also attach 
to a special extension adap¬ 


ter right over the box on 
the wall. All of this is very 
flat and not objectionable 
to be seen. Now you have a 
unit that can't get rubbed, 
can’t get bitten by the dog 
or pulled by the youngster. 
These tubes also come in 
fixtures t ogo around corners 
of any kind. So yau can 
start room by room and 
have safe wiring instead of 
the light cloth electric cords 
or the little extension cords 
that have very light wiring. 

And I agree with Doyle at 
Arnold’s, call your electri¬ 
cian first—and if you have 
to do the job, get his ad¬ 
vice—and he may be able 
to do It cheaper than you 
realize. You don’t have to 
do the whole house at once, 
but little by little. This 
would be a great start to 
prevent firel 

Several folks have been 
asking me about ground 
covers for banks, to retard 
fire, or just to save money 
on large planting intalla- 
tions where it is not prac¬ 
tical to have a lawn. I have 
a bulletin on this matter I 
use in my statewide classes. 
You may have it for a self- 
addressed stamped envelope. 
Send to me. Box 36, Sierra 
Madre. 

I visited a home that had 
all the hoses out like we 
first talked about. So we had 
a test run. Around the cor¬ 
ner of the house went the 
hose and off went the water. 
This can happe.n when you 
pull very hard at a faucet. 
So get a gooseneck that 
swings with the hose. No 
cut off at the faucet and It 
saves money so that the 
hose won’t wear and break 
off at the fixture. 

Have you got your fire 
nozzle on your hose yet? 
Specially you folks in the 
canyon area with tar paper 
and compoition roofs. Some 
time you may want the wa¬ 
ter high where you .need It!
